Missouri,
Oklahoma, Indian Territory, ' Arkansas
and the great or part of Texas, there has
been more or less deterioration, with
slight Improvement over scattered local
areas. Boll weevils and bthor posts are
increasing In portions of Texas. Gener¬
ally the wontnor conditions throughout
the belt have beon highly favorable for
picking, which work hns bçen actively
carrlod on.
